Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed amendeing claim 17 to further limit the claim to 
"the contact points are stablished between surfaces defined by the first fiber component of the plurality of bicomponent 
fibers", wich limits claim 17 to polyamide-polyamide contact points. This limitation need to be considered by the 
Examiner, Abed et al.s fiber can be side by side (claim 7), and can include a polyamide side; the posibility of resulting 
polyamide-polyamide contact points in the product of Abed et al need to be evaluated by the Examiner after the 
Amendment is formaly filed. Applicant also discussed the limittions of claim 20, e.g. core sheath structure, where the 
first component, e.g. polyamide (as in the present invention) is the sheath, in a core sheath structure was argued as no 
disclosed in Abed et al, who suggest cellulose acetate for the sheath. Limitation of claim 210 will also be reconsidered 
after filing of a formal response, differences in product structure and processes of binding the fibers in the present 
invention and in Abed et al were point out by the Applicant, however, such limitations are not part of the product claims 
currently pending.
